“The Fighting Mil- 
lions,” showing the German side of the 
war, was sent back to the Vitagraph 
company last night after being exhibited 
for one week, because there were flaws in 
the films and arrangements were made to 
show the French pictures for the remain- 
ing three weeks. 


Pictures Are Forbidden, 


‘Then it was that Klaw & Erlanger | 


stepped in. 

“* You can show any other pictures you 
please, but not those pictures,’ they told 
us,”’ says John F. Miller, Norman Meek’'s 
representative here. ‘“‘ We had paid our 
rent for the full four weeks, and so we 
determined to go ahead and show the 
pictures Saturday night anyway, as we 
had advertised them.”’

for about $8,000, which the trusteed re- 
' fused! to consider. 

“ After a hard fought trial of some two 
or three weeks the jury assessed Brown- 
ing’s damages for the land at $3,600. 

“‘ According to the master’s report, the 
master has not only charged twoand one- 
half times the value of the machinery 
when sold at public auction pursuant to 
the terms of the Duffy contract, at which 
sale Duffy himself was present, but ‘he 
has also charged the district with $515,000 
for alleged rental, $470,000 of which is for 
rental after the sale, a case of eating the 
pie and keeping it.” 


Story of Litigation. 

Duffy had a contract for the construc- 
tion of three sections of the drainage 
canal, ‘through the rock’’ and on the 
Chicago side of the present Lockport 
controlling works. It was made Oct. 14, 
1908. His sections were adjoining the 
Lorimer and Gallagher sections. 

On June 9, 1906, the sanitary district 
board of trustees took possession of 
Duffy’s machinery and closed him out 
as contractor. This action, it is con- 
tended, was taken after Isham Randolph, 
then chief engineer of the sanitary dis- 
trict, recommended such a step.

the board, and disposed of the entire 
matter. 

On Feb. 8, 1908, Duffy filed a bill -in 
chancery in the Circuit court of Cook 
county, asking for an accounting. Judge 
Petit referred the case to Master in 
Chancery Browning. 


Asked for Another Master, 

Attorney Edmund D. Adcock, counsel 
for the sanitary district, filed a motion 
in the Circuit court, June 26, 1913, pray- 
ing that the case be re-referred to a 
‘master other than Mr. Browning. In his 
motion Attorney Adcock, after setting 
out that Mr. Browning was the owner of 
“tract 8A” on the route of the Sag 
channel, which the sanitary district was 
seeking to procure, and did procure, 
after a jury trial, said: 

“Your petitioner further shows that 
on account of the condemnation proceed- 
ing in which there is a controversy be- 
tween your petitioner and Browning, it 
is improper that Browning continue to 
perform the duties of master in this 
cause. Your petitioner cannot in equity 
and good conscience determine the said 
condemnation proceeding by a settlement 
thereof or by a trial thereof so long as 
the said Browning continues as master 
in this cause, 


Refused to Withdraw.

“ Portugal is a republic of little mer- 
chants and little professional men,” he 
said. “‘The dominent figure is Alfonso 
Costa. The repubiic’s aim is to destroy 
the church.

HATION’S FORTUNES AT STAKE

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4—([ Special. |— 
When the Sixty-fourth congress assem- 
bles at noon next Monday the nation will 
enter upon a period of approximately 
seven months in which history will be 
written of greater moment to the future 
than any since the events of 1808, which 
made the United States a world power. 

With the attention of the people focused 
upon Washington, ninety~six senators 
and 435 representatives will take stock 
of the “‘state of the union’ and deter- 
mine measures to maintain and improve 
the welfare and prestige of the Américan 
people Upon the wisdom of these meas- 
ures depends, as rarely before, the for- 
tunes of the greatest republic in history.

With the exception of a reported re 
newal of activity by the Russians in Ga- 
licia, there has been nothing of impor- 
tance on this front. Russia claimsa slight 
advantage in Galicia. This has been de- 
ied by the central powers, 


THE BALKANS. 


The campaign of the Austro-Hungari- 
ans against Montenegro has continued 
with German aid and a steady driving 
back of the Montenegrins. The northern 
Serbian forces hold but a small remnant 
ef Serbia and are steadily retiring into 
Albania, losing many prisoners and guns 
as they go and leaving behind enemy 
prisoners. The troops of the central 
powers are reported to have already en- 
tered Albania in pursuit of the Serbians. 

All. rail.communication in north and 
central Serbia is now entirely in the 
hands of the central powers and Bul- 
garia. In southern Serbia efforts by 
Serbian forces to break through and join 
with the northern force have failed. The 
Anglo-French troops, which are reported 
from Paris to number but 125,0@0, have 
been forced back toward the bor- 
der. Monastir is reportefl to be in Aus- 
trian and Bulgarian hands. 

There are again rumors that Italy: is 
sending troops to the Adriatic coast of 
Albania to aid the Serbians. This rumor 
has appeared periodically since the be- 
ginning of the present campaign in 
Serbia. So far there has been no official 
verification of it. - 

“> 

It is reported that the central powers 
have warned Creece that if she accedes to 
the demands of the allies with respect to 
their free use of Saloniki, the freedom 
of their troops from internment, if driven 
into Greece, and the policing of Greek 
waters by allied warships she will be 
considered as having acted in an un- 
friendly manner and treated accordingly. 

While the allies are still exerting great 
pressure to induce Greece to accede to 
their demands, so far she has avoided 
doing so. Apparently her intention is to 
remain neutral if possibile, and if impos- 


sible take that side which is physically 
strongest inthe Balkans. . 

The reports from Roumania continue to 
be conflicting. Russia is said to have 
notified her that she has an army con- 
centrated in Bessarabia and wishes its 
unobstructed passage through Roumania 
to Bulgaria. One report says that Rou- 
mania has returned an evasive reply, 
another that she has flatly declined and 
has demanded that Russia 25 in her 
neutrality. 

—~>- 

She is said to have told the allies that 
they must put 500,000 troops in the Bal- 
kans before they can expect favorable 
action on her part. Other reports state 
that the central powers have concen- 
trated a considerable body of troops on or 
near the northern part of the Roumanian- 
Hungarian border in such a position that 
they can readily act against either the 
Roumanians or the Russians should they 
develop a real offensive in Galicia. 

The probabilities are that Roumania's 
future action, like that of Greece, depends 
entirely upon the physical force In the 
shape of troops which each side can bring 
to bear. There are still reports that Rus- 
sla is getting ready to send an overseas 
expedition from Odessa to the Bulgarian 
Black sea coast. It is also said that Turk- 
ish troops and ships have been sent from 
Constantinople to\protect this coast.

-fensive and make them follow the lead of 
th® allies. 

The last week has been a week of prepa- 
ration, with reports and rumors of troop 
movements coming from the central pow- 
ers, Russia, Turkey, and Italy. What the 
next movements will be it is impossible 
to say. It seems probable that the cen- 
tral powers will somewhere start another 
offcnsive.

BOY-ED AND VON PAPEN. 

The precise nature of the offenses of Capt. Boy-Ed, 
German naval attaché, and of Capt. von Papen, 
military attaché, is not disclosed by the state de- 
partment. There is an intimation that the request 
for their recall was not based on the Hambugg- 
American Steamship company case. Secretary 
Lansing merely states that their activities in mili- 
tary and naval matters were considered improper 
and that they are no longer acceptable. 

The government cannot be indifferent to 
affront to its dignity and the presumption is that 
before the pronounced ill feeling in Germany was 
given fresh cause, the offenses of the German offi- 
cials in this country bad become gross. They have 
abused the diplomatic privileges and the American 
government protects itself. 

The feeling in the United States ought not to 


come from an .understanding. Otherwise we shall 
be either foolish or hypocritical. 

The operati.ns of agents of the entente powers 
in the Unite4 States are constructive here in order 
that they “aay be destructive in Europe. They are 
protected by law and custom and precedent. They 
have maae the United States a principal source of 
supplies for the allies. American foods, horses, guns, 
powder, shells, acids, woolens, leathers, metals, and 
money are being sent to Great Britain, France, 
Russia, and Italy. 

The accelerated industries of the nation and its 
surplus wealth are at the disposal of Germany's 
enemies and the law and precedents which protect 
our right to carry on all this trade are full of 
ironies. Great Britain may borrow money here, 
may use that money to convert any plant making 
castings into a plant making shrapnel; it may buy 
the product and ship it to the front, but Germany 
cannot put a cargo of coal on a ship and get clear- 
ance for that ship to steam out to meet a com- 
merce raider and coal it. 

International law asserts the perfect neutrality 
of our giving clearance to a ship carrying all sorts 
of supplies for a French or British army, but it 
will not permit us to allow a German warship to be 
revictualed by a ship going from an American port 
for that purpose. . 

Whatever the Germans try to do in utilizing our 
resources for their needs they encounter in each case 
That is not our 
fault. We have not made new laws for the con- 
duct of neutrals in war. We have accepted the 
laws as they are, and although we might have been 
moved by sentiment to put obstacles in the way of 
the great trade in supplies which go to one set of 
combatants while the other is beginning to suffer 
for the lack of them, we wisely have not done so. 

It is Germany's hard position to be in the grasp 
of sea power. Under the protection of that power 
our war industries, inflated to an extraordinary 
extent, find their products delivered. If Germans, 
despairing of interrupting this activity, which may 
prove to be the essential of their failure, turn to 


desperate methods in the United States, we shall. 


have to punish the offenders when they are found, 
but for us to adopt a moral tone would be ludicrous. 

If German officials accredited to this government 
permit their desire to help their country to overturn 
their discretion, if they take chances of being dis- 
covered in improprieties and in offenses against 
the United States, they will have to go, but the 
feeling in the United States more reasonably will 
be one of regret than indignation. 

It will be worth considerable to us if we keep 
our sense of proportions working and do not per- 
mit prejudice to shut out the perspective. 


SMALL NATIONS AND INTER- 
NATIONALISM. 


Americans as a whole feel rather keenly on the 
subject of the small nations. Two of them, Bel- 
gium and Serbia, have been practically obliterated, 
for the time being at least, because of their oppo- 
sition to Germany, a large nation. Both of them 
had a choice between yielding a part of their 
sovereignty and being attacked. Sympathy for 
the small nation has come to be a tenet in our 
religion. ‘There is no question in our minds that 
they were justified in resistance. But we have 
not really made any examination of the subject. 

It is curiously in opposition to another favorite 
emotional attitude of Americans—internationalism. 
This country is not highly nationalized. The idea 
of international peace is irresistible to every one. 
It also is a part of our religion. The man who 
dares justify war on its own account utters blas- 
phemy. To the mind of a certain part of our 
people, and a very noisy part, war is not justified 
at all. Nationalism is blamed. If there were no 
mations there would be no national ambitions, and 
if there were no nationa!l ambitions there would 
be mo war. Hence patriotism is a crime. That 
ts the extreme of the argument: i

Her possessions usually came in the same hap- 
Unlike the German method, the 
government did not say we want colonies in the 
far east.

The crown granted monopolies in the products of 
these foreign lands to various merchants. The East 
India company took India, and gave it to the goy- 
ernment. The colonies in this continent grew out 
of concessions to favorites. They were given pro- 
prietary rights in the land. They did not govern 
for the interests of the British empire but for profit. 
Or the colonies were dumping grounds for bank- 
rupts and convicts. Georgia was such a place; 
Australia another. The gold fever attracted more. 
The central government made few attempts to na- 
tionalize them. It simply protected them. 

When Disraeli was premier he had an opportunity 
to take the Suez region. He took it. A merchant 
of no connection with the government on his own 
initiative negotiated with the sultan of Johore for 
the purchase of Singapore. He saw its strategic 
value and he bought it. It belongs to England. ‘The 
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English empire was slapped together in this hap- 
hazard way, nut from a centrally directed desire for 
empire, but because individual onglishmen had 
imagination and initiative. Its government, in the 
German sense, has never been much of a govern- 
ment. Sometimes it was brilliant, sometimes stupid, 
but it was rarely, if ever, codrdinated toward a fixed 
national aim. % 

Our history has been much the same, Our gor- 
ernment has followed the tracks of our citizens. 

The German genius, partly from geographical posi- 
tion, partly from political history, has bee... just the 
reverse. German power lies in the subjection of the 
individual to the community. The driving force of 
the community as a whole is then exerted along cer- 
tain predetermined paths. The paths are deter- 
mined by thoughtful and far seeing intelligence. 

In this war there is a clash of the two theories of 
government, or the two kinds of communities. Na- 
poleon made experiments along German lines. He 
saw the inefficiency of individualism. He saw that 
England was paying a price for it. Germany is 
the first efficient nation. It remains to be seen 
whether efficiency also has not its price.

JUNKETING IN THE NAMB OF PEACE. 
[From the Brooklyn Bagle.] 

The latest of Henry Ford’s vagaries is the most 
remarkable of all. Announcing a peace mission 
to Europe, he charters a steamship and invites as 
his companions on this extraordinary errand a 
number vf more or less conspicuous people, who 
presumably share hig views that it Is practicable 
to get all combatants out of the trenches by 
Christmas. If Mr, Ford were not a highly guc- 
cessful busineés|man and one of the shrewdest 
advertisers alive, we would suspect that this 
latest posturing as a peace angel was a symptom 
of insanity. 

Leaving the United States, as it must, without 
a vestig@ of official sanction, this remarkable ex- 
pedition | will arouse the wonder of belligerent 
Europe. _ Public quarrels are not settled by pri- | 
vate intervention or mediation. Mr. Ford and his 
missionaries will obtain no access to governing 
authorities to whom they are not officially accred-’ 
ited. Their futile parading in capitals where they 
are not desired and where they were not invited 
will merely arouse curiosity as to the mental proc- 
esses that led them to expect satisfactory results 
from such a crack brained conception, with possi. 
bly unflattering reflections upon the common sense 
of Americans in géneral. The making of peace 
will of necessity be a profoundly solemn function, : 
upon which personally conducted junkets can 
have no effect. 

We are, however, promised one compensation 
for the ridicule that Mr. Ford's undertaking will 
surely arouse. Among the peace missionaries we 
note the| name of William J. Bryan. If Mr. Ford 
shall sug¢ceed in removing him from this country 
for any considerable period, unloading ‘him upon 
Europe, where the addition of one more burden 
would hardly be perceptible, we shall have geome

HILE it cannot be de- 
nied that British diplo- 
macy suffered a severe 
reverse in Bulgaria, 
largeiy owing to the 
tactlessness and incom- 
petency of its envoy, 
Sir Henry Bax-lIron- 
side, and has not been 
much more fortunate 
in its representatives 
at Athens and at Bu- 


charest, it has been 
singularly successful 
at Rome. 

If any doubt re- 


mained upon the sub- 
ject it would be set at rest by the bitter attacks 
contained in the German and Austrian newspa- 
pers upon Sir Rennell Rodd, who for several 
years past has been accredited to the court of the 
quirinal as British ambassador. 

According to the Berliner Tageblatt and other 
papers, Sir Rennell practically dominates the Ital- 
jan royal family and the Italian government, 
largely through Miss Brown, who has long been 
the nursery governess of the children of the king 
and queen. 

This royal couple are simply wrapped up in 
their youngsters, and it is insinuated by the 
German press that Sir Rennell Rodd and Miss 
Brown take advantage of the affectfon enjoyed by 
the small folk on the part of their parents to 
sway the latter in favor of British policies. 

: - 

Of course the object of these attacks upon Sir 
Rennell is to excite prejudice, suspicion, and ill 
will against him in Italy and to impair his use- 
fulness in behalf of his country. 

But the German press would not be at these 
pains if they did not see in Sir Rennell an ex- 
ceedingly shrewd and clever diplomat, to whose 
convincing arguments and persuasiveness it is 
largely due that the Italian government with- 
drew from the triple alliance and threw in its 
lot with the powers of the triple entente. 

What exasperates the Germans more than ever 
in this is the fact that Sir Rennell was formerly 
one of their particular favorites, a man, indeed, 
who owed his rapid rise largely to his intimacy 
with the reigning house of Prussia. In fact, they 
formerly always expected that he would wind up 
his career as a particularly welcome representa- 
tive of the British empire at Berlin. 

Sir Rennell, when he first went to Berlin as a 
junior secretary of the British embassy there and 
as a member of the staff of the late Lord Amp- 
thill, carried with him a letter of recommenda- 
tiin from Lord Rosebery to the late Emperor and 
Empress Frederick. é 

They took a-great liking to him and after the 
tragic death of Emperor Frederick his English 
widow confided to young Rodd the extremely deli- 
cate task of writing a monograph of the mon- 
arch who lives in German history under the 
name of “Unser Fritz.” 

Rodd produced the most charming and alto- 
gether sympathetic portrait of that unhappy sov- 
erelgn that has ever appeared. It was printed 
in several languages, the proceeds being devoted 
to charities designated by the imperial widow. 

The book served to commend the author to the 
extremely favorable attention of Queen Victoria, 
who had been profoundly attached to her German 
son-in-law, and from that time forth Rennell 
Rodd's promotion was exceedingly rapid.

He became one of Lord 
Cromer's principal lieu- 
tenants in Egypt and 
was under fire during 
the insurrection in Zan-. 
zibar, which culminated, 
in his driving out the! 
usurper and the estab-| 
lishment of the late 
sultan upon the throne. 

Then he was desig- 

nated by the late Lord 
Salisbury to head the 
memorable mission to 
the court of Abyssinia, 
which attracted no end 
of attention among the 
warriors of the negus by the !mmense stature of 
the members of the embassy, most of whom were 
six feet three and six feet four in height. 

Particularly well favored, Rennell Rodd mar- 
ried a very pretty woman, a Miss Guthrie of Cral- 
sie, in Forfarshire, who possessed a very large 
fortune in her own right. 

After representing England at Stockholm he 
was promoted to the ambassadorship at Rome, 
where, he enjoys a ealary of $40,000 a year, the 
possession of a palace in the Via Venti Settembre, 
superbly furnished and equipped with everything 
necessary, including a $30,000 service of silver 
plate, the embassy having, moreover, a large and 
beautiful garden. 

There is also at Sir Rennell’s disposal a fine 
villa with spacious grounds at Posilipo, in the 
suburbs of Naples, on the water's edge, and 
which, belonging for many years to Lord Rose- 
bery, was presented by him to the English gov- 
ernment for use as a villegiatura for its ambas- 


Sir Rennell spent some months on this side of 
the Atlantic tn 1908, being entertained by former 
Postmaster General and Secretary of the Navy 
Meyer and by Mrs. Meyer, among others, and he 
is well known in America as thé author of at 
least half a dozen volumes of verse, of a mono- 
graph on Sir Walter Raleigh, and of a remark- 
able work on the princes of Achaia, the material 
of which he gathered while attached to the lega- 
tion at Athens.

Baron Oscar von

HE consumption problem is so large 

that for its solution state agencies 

must be helped by voluntary or- 

ganizations. In every case, work 

to control the consumption in a com- 
munity beging with the activity of some 
voluntary organization. Such an experi- 
ence as the following is common: 

An inquirer asks about consumption 
in Galesburg. He is told that Galesburg 
is remarkably free from consumption. 
Yes, there is an occasional death from the 
disease but they are few. No, there are 
no cases in town now. No nothing is 
done. The matter never seemed worth 
considering. 

The state federation of women’s clubs 
having decided to investigate conditions 
throughout the state inquire into Gales- 
burg conditions. They find what has 
been found everywhere else—that con- 
sumption is Galesburg’s largest health 
problem. They find that the problem is 
so big that the Galesburg government Is 
not big enough to handle it. They find 
the most heart-rending conditions in some 
Galesburg homes because of the disease. 
Nothing worse in Belgium, Serbia, or Po- 
land. 

As the result of their work the govern- 
ment takes ifs first step, whereupon the 
voluntary agency takes its second step. 
The government having gotten busy, the 
voluntary agency takes up some line of 
help. The kind of help varies. Generally, 
it consists in hiring a nurse. The nurse 
is called a tuberculosis nurse, but, as a 
matter of fact, she is a visiting nurse 
ministering to the community in many 
ways. The ladies’ board holds its week- 
ly meetings and the nuree tells her human 
interest stories. 

The result is threefold. First, givers 
provide food, clothes and money for 
sufferers. Second, the proof of the need 
for a dispensary hospital or sanitarium 
ig recognized and there is a gradual 
growth of conviction that the industrial 
and living conditions which bring about 
consumption should be remedied. 

And so the influence of voluntary phil- 
anthropic organizations ripples out until 
every part of the fe of the community is 
influenced by them. Experience has shown 
that when government becomes active in 
the repression of consumption voluntary 
consumption societies find that their work 
increases. 

In the allusion to Galesburg no particu- 
lar town is in mind. The statement is 
true of every town or else it will be true 
as soon as the town has progressed far 
enough. In the communities represented 
in a state tuberculosis society there are 
communities where the function of the 
local organization is to convince the com- 
munity that they have a consumption 
problem and to persuade them to recog- 
mige it and start to work. There are 
other communities where the local gov- 
ernment will be doing the purely medical 
work and the local organization provides 
the nurses and the help needed in the 
homes. In still others the local govern- 
ment provides hospitals, sanitaria, dis- 
pensaries, and nurses and the local or- 
ganization puts in its time working for 
better industrial and social conditions. 

The local organization does not go out 
of business and cannot. On the con- 
trary, the amount of work done by the tu- 
berculosis societies increases every year. 
The important and in most places the 
only source of financial support of the tu- 
bereulosis work is the revenue from the 
sale of Red Cross seals. 

> 

The Red Cross seals are printed and dis- 
tributed _by the American Red Cross. For 
the cost of printing and distributing the 
American Red Cross is paid 10 per cent of 
the receipts. The remaining 90 per cent 
of the face value of the sales is variously 
divided between the state and the local 
tuberculosis societies. The arrangement 
in Illinois is the one most employed. Un- 
der that arrangement the state society 
gets 12 per cent of the gross proceeds and 
the local society 78 per cent. This means 
that nearly four-fifths of the gross re- 
ceipts from the sales is spent in the com- 
munity where it is collected. 

The work of selling the seals is done by 
unpaid volunteers. Therefore the expense 
to the local community of sales is not 
much more than the cost of material, the 
10 per cent paid the American Red Cross. 

Then for what do they spend the money? 
The largest single item of expense is for 
the maintenance ofnurses. In some com- 
munities dispensaries are maintained. In 
some the chief effort is in the circulation 
of literature on consumption in general 
and for the individual consumptive. In 
others campaigns for sanitaria are run. 
In still others the money is expended in 
promoting systematic examination of 
working places and workingmen. 

The seals are commonly known as 
Christmas seals. They are to be used 
around Christmastime. This means that 
this is the season for the sale of seals. 
And this means that upon the Interest In 
consumption which will be displayed by 
the people of a community between now 
and Christmas depends the amount of 
money which will be available for the loca! 
society in ita fight against consumption 
during the next twelve months, 


—~o 

The fight against consumption is being 
won. The gain each year is small, but it 
is something to turn a year by year in- 
crease into a year by year decrease. The 
best gains are in the larger cities. In 
many of the smaller cities the disease is 
stillon theincreage. The ratein the coun- 
try has not yet shown signs of halting. 
The situation is one that demands that 
every shoulder be kept at the wheel. In 
the larger cities each shoulder should stay 
at the wheel, because it is easy to see that 
the fight is going the right way. In the 
country each shoulder must atay at the 
wheel because the wheel is turning back- 
ward; it must be scotched, and the num- 
ber of shoulders required to scotch it 
must be put to and held to the wheel. 

Now is the time for universal interest 
in and knowledge of consumption.

Dr. EB. L. Trudeau died at Saranac Lake 
on Nov. 15, 1016, aged 67. The American 
movement against consumption owes its 
existence to Dr. Trudeau. Dr. Trudeau 
was born in New York City in 1848. He 
raduated in medicine in 1871. In 1872 
he developed consumption. In order to 
cure himself he went into the wooded 
highlande of northern New York state, 
and there, far from neighbors, in the 
midst of the wilds, he built himself a 
small cottage. In 1884 he founded the 
Adirondack Cottage sanitarium near the 
site of the cabin in which he lived while 
securing the arrest of his disease. In 
1894 he founded the Saranac laboratory

for the study of consumption. This was

the first tuberculosis research laboratory 
established in this country. 

Dr. Trudeau lived to see the institu- 
tions which he founded established on an 
enduring basis. He saw the wild region 
where he located converted into a district 
widely known and much sought by those 
with lung troubles. The Adirondack and 
the Adirondack sanitaria are known 
throughout the world. 

What he gave to the Adirondacks is 
small compared with what he gave to the 
outside. There were hospitals for con- 
sumptives in England and on the conti- 
nent before his time. But those old Eng- 
lish, German, and Swiss institutions need- 
ed unhousing. They were massive, thick 
walled, semail windowed institutions, 
They needed sunlight and gir. Dr. Tru- 
deau knocked down the walls of consump- 
tion hospitals from one end of the world 
to the other. He found the consumption 
hospital! a mass of masonry; he left it an 
open porch. Great as was the influence 
on €xXisting hospitals, it was far greater 
on the demand and supply of hospitals, 
Sanitaria, and dispensaries. Where there 
was one consumption hospital when he 
came into the field there are now thou- 
sands. Where there was hospital supply 
for oné community there is now supply 
for a thousand. Where there was popu- 
lar demand for oné hospital, sanitarium, 
or dispensary there is now demand for 
more than 10,000. Forty years is a jong 
time in human achievement and much 
of evolution can be expected in such a 
span, but I think it conservetive to say 
that had there been no Truceau half the 
result in this direction of these forty 
years would not have been accomplished. 

—~- 


But even more important than the in- 
fluence of Dr. Trudeau on the increase in 
the provision for people sick with con- 
sumption is the influence of his teachings 
on personal hygiene. A generation ago 
people were very much afraid of fresh 
air. One group was afraid of night air. 
About it there was supposed to be some- 
thing peculiarly dangerous. In order to 
protect against this danger people slept 
in rooms where all the windows were 
closed tightly. Another group was very 
much afraid of drafts. They had them- 
selves trained to detect slight drafts and, 
having detected them, they went to great 
trouble «and tolerated very foul air to 
avoid them. There were no sleeping 
porches, cold sleeping rooms, no open 
window cars, and no fresh air fiends. If 
any care was given to a child it was cod- 
dled. 

I do not mean to say that all children 
were coddled, for that statement would 
he far from true. There were parents 
who held that the way to bring up chil- 
dren was just to let them grow. Their 
children were not coddled. What 1 mean 
is that in that day when a parent planned 
to give extra good care to her child she 
coddied him. Now the parent planning 
to give good care to her child sees that 
she gets plenty of exercise in the open air 
without an excess of wraps. Now the 
children who are strong enough to stand 
anything’ are taught in the ordinary 
schoolrooms. The children who must be 
given extra care are taught in either open 
air schools or cold room schools. Illus- 
trations of the growth in sentiment for 
good ventilation might be cited at great 
length. A great part of this is the length- 
ened shadow of Dr. Trudeau. 

Dr. Trudeau was always a frail man, 
epare almost to the point of emaciation; 


he impressed one as not having more, 


than enough vitality to live. Where the 
strength came from for the planning and 
carrying out of his plans was always a 
mystery. Occasionally he had spells and 
from some of these it seemed impossible 
for him to recover. For many years he

closer friends on many occasions, that he 
did not want to die until he had secured 
for his institutions sufficient financial 
basis to perpetuate them.

A. V. writes: “I beg you to be so good 
and kind as to give us a lone talk about 
saccharin, its merits and its demerits. 
the laws which prohibit Its use in the 
manufacture of sweets of all kinds, pies, 
candy, pastry, and fn wine and liquor 
making, sirups, ete. In Italy the importa- 
tion of saccharin ts prohibited: also its 
use, against which there is the same re- 
striction there is im America against 
dopes of all sort.” 

RPPLY. 

The secretary of agriculture !n food {nepec- 
tion decision No. 185 declared that he would 
regard foods containing saccharin as adul- 
terated on and after July 1, 1911. The secre- 
taries of the treasury, of agriculture, and 
of commerce and labor came to this conclusion 
because of a report by the referee board of 
coneultire eclientific experts. 

The board found that the continued use of 
eaccharin for a long time in quantities over 
four and a half grains a day is liable to im- 
pair digestion and that the addition of sac- 
charin as a substitute for cane sugar or other 
formes of sugar reduces the food value of the 
aweetened product and hence lowers its value. 

The courts always hold that a mixture, of 
which saccharin ts one Ingredient but the label 
of which does not etate that saccharin is pree- 
ent, cannot be sold without committing a 
fraud. Sometimes the courts have held that 
where the label sald that a mixture contained 
saccharin the eale of the mixture was not 
iliegal if the amount of saccharin was smal) 
enough to be harmiess. On this point the 
courts are not in agreement. 

While saccharin is sweet like sugar !t fe not 
sugar, nor is ita food. Derived from coal tar, 
it is known to’ chemists as benzoic sulfonid. 
The only proper use for it is by people who, dis- 
posed to diabetes, must do without sugar. It 
would be far better for such people if they 
would learn to take their coffee unsweetened, 
since saccharin is indigestible and in fair-sized 
doses a harmful! medicine.

Again, as the Germans advanced, they 
overtook and surrounded many Belgian 
organizations. Thousands of prisoners 
were taken. These were transported to 
Germany. 

But there were thousands of others, 


soldiers and civilians who should have | 


been soldiers, who were caught within 
the German lines. The soldiers threw 
away their uniforms, dressed as peas- 
ants, and became nonmilitary citizens. 
The Germans went on and finally faced 
the French and the British. 

The drive went into France. The Ger- 
mans approached Paris, now holding 
large areas of France, as well as most of 
Belgium. British and French Battalions 
which had met the Germans aa far from 
what had now become their front lines 
as the middle of Beigium, almost, were 
broken and scattered. 

Hundreds of French and British sol- 
diers were in the midst of the German 
army, some wounded, others unhurt, and 
uncaptured. The Germans were engaged. 
in the victorious advance and had no 
time to search the country for stragglers. 
Shortly after, they were retreating, and 
had still less time to worry about the 
handful of men in their midst.

These luckless stragglers hid them- 
selves away. They secreted in woods. 
The Belgian peasants furnished food and 
nursed the wounded. Time went on and 
the opposing armies settled down to a 
routine. Then the Germans scoured the 
country for British and French soldiers. 
They found a few. The khaki of the 
British and the blue uniforg of the French 
soldiers disappeared. 

Belgians managed to find civilian 
clothes for these soldiers in hiding. The 
British Tommies were kept hidden, for 
not knowing French, they were in the 
greater danger. The French soldiers,

The main object, beginning a year ago, 
was to get out of the country the French 
and British soldiers who had been trapped, 
to nurse those who were wounded back 
to health, and to send out, also, Belgians 
of military age who were needed in the 
Belgian army. 

For a time there was some smuggling 
of persons right through the German 
lines back of the British, French, and 
Belgian fronts. This was during the 
turmoil following the time when the 
Germans were forced back from Paris, 
This soon became impossible, and the 
Belgians were faced with the task of 
getting their men out across the Dutch 
border. 

Here the Germans, after capturing 
Antwerp and obtaining thorough control 
of the country, established a line of 
sentries all along the border. The district 
in the north of Belgium along the frontier 
is called the Campine. It lends itself to 
smuggling. All along, on both sides, 
there are woods and thickets, swamps 
and canals. There were hidden pastages 
through morasses, which local men knew 
but which were unknown to the Germans, 

For the whole length of the Dutch fron- 
tier there was a German soldier every 
few yards, standing there with his rifle 
to prevent any one entering or leaving 
the country. This was not sufficient. 

~~ 

Sentries were rushed, killed or over- 
powered in the dark, and people kept con- 
stantly escaping from Belgium or en- 
tering that country. On one occasion 
last spring a German sentry was ap- 
proached by a small group of Belgians 
arrayed like peasants. They engaged 
bim in conversation. 

Suddenly a Belgian flung a handful of 
pepper in the soldier's face. Another 
knocked him on the head and the whole 
group skipped across the border. There 
were many other instances of the kind. 
The sentries were doubled, but still es- 
capes frequently occurred. 

Then the Germans built a barbed-wire 
entaglement all along the line. The 
wires of the entanglement were electrified 
and more than one man was killed try- 
ing to make his way through. Frequently 
dead rabbits, electrocuted, have been 
found. 

A belief that the talk the entanglement 


was electrified was Gorman bit was 


speedily dissipated when some one tried to 
get through and was killed. The border 
is about 125 miles long and now the en- 
tanglement extends the whole length, 

Where they are roads there are two of 
these barriers with a building between, 
where all travelers are searched.

It is said that 1,500 French soldiers 
have been smuggled out of Belgium 
across the Dutch frontier. Once In Hol- 
land they are safe. They head for a Brit- 
ish or French consulate, discuss Matters 
with the consul behind closed doors for 
a few minutes, and shortly afterwards 
are bound for England and France, again 
to take up the rifle and enter the trench. 

The number of British who have es- 
caped probably runs into the hundreds, 
although there is no way of telling, for 
once across the border the fugitive never 
tells his experiences. 

The Belgians who have silpped across 
the line from first to last must number 
thousands, aside from the ordinary run of 
refugees. Of thewge there were tens of 
housands. 

The hiding and transport of French and 
British soldiers was desperate work. The 
Germans were forever seeking therm. The 
German secret service in Beigium is num- 


berlesa Every town, village, and ham- 
let has its informers). No one knows 


whom to trust.

The Beigians have learned never to 
talk about the war, never to express an 
opinion. There is no way of knowing 
when unfriendly ears are near, and life 
to those who are doing things their Ger- 
man masters think wrong is one long sus- 
pense. 

The care of the wounded wag even more 
difficult. It needed a large number of 
courageous, trusty men who, knowing 
thet death would be the penalty, would 
nevertheless undertake the task. Money, 
too, was essential. The system simply 
grew up. | 

The leaders, feeling their way every 
inch, selecting assistants with greatest 
care, knowing that a weak link some- 
where would mean disaster, went ahead. 
They worked slowly and quietly, picking 
men here and there whose integrity and 
discretion was beyond doubt. The final 
result was a pretty comprehensive or- 
ganization which covered the whole coun-

A thrill went through the whole system 
a few months ago when certain British 
soldiers, with great daring, walked from 
their hiding places into the streets of 
Brussels to see the sights. They were 
lucky not to have been captured and by 
their foolhardiness to heve caused an ex- 
osure. 

From Brussels northward the system 
was the same. Getting across the border 
was one of the most dimcult things of all. 
The barbed entanglement and the sen- 
tries formed ean almost impassable bar- 
rier. 

But there were ways. Along the bor- 
der there were guides who, for pay, would 
undertake to guide @ man through un- 
known and hidden passages to Holland 
and safety. It wasrisky work, and they 
earned their money. 

It is rumored that in certain places long 
tunnels have been dug under the entangie- 
ment, starting many yerds from the line 
in Belgium and ending well within Ho!- 
land, both entrance and exit being well 
concealed from the sentries. 

At another place, it is stated, there is a

- System of Taxes on Estates 


Causes Few Complaints by 
= Owners of Property.

Realizing the general interest in the 
movement in the United States for a 


federal inheritance taw as a@ means of 


enldrging the national income and as 2 
method of keeping swollen fortunes 
within bounds, “ The Tribune” asked 
its London correspondent to present the 
facts as to the workings of the system 


‘én Great Britain. His letter follows: 


BY PHILIP H. PATCHIN. 

LON DON, Nov. 20.—For the fiscal year 
which ends next March the British gov- 
ernment will derive the equivalent of 
$150,000,000 from the estates of those who 
have died during the preceding year and 
from those who are. beneficiaries of wills 
and those who, in the absence of wills, are 


. natural heirs. 


The “‘estate duty,”’ the “! legacy duty,” 
and the “ succession duty,’ with certain 
other duties and taxes, are lumped to- 


—_ ether and commonly called “ death du- 


ties,” which will produce this great sum. 

The revenue thus derived will pay near- 
ly half of all the British national debt 
services, a trying expense in these days 
of great expenditures. It will pay for six 
full days of war, which might, in this 
yreat conflict of economics as well as of 
men, prove to be the winning six days in 
the end. 


Not Equal to Income Tax. 

The sum, which does not begin to equal 
the income tax returns, which are nearly 
jour times as great, mor the excise or 
even the customs receipts, is greater than 
the cost af the American navy in 1914; it 
is 50~per cent more than the cost of the 
American army for that period. 

Yet high as the British death duties are, 
and as remunerative to the government 
as they are, it is the opinion of the ex- 
perts in this country thet there is no tax 
which comes so near to meeting the two 
great ideals of taxation—efficiency and 
economy of collection and minimum of in- 
convenience and annoyance to the tax- 
payer. Britain is a land of taxation and 
taxes are on a dangerous upward trend 
en account of the war. 

A cabinet minister warned the people 
the other day that they might yet have 
to sacrifice half their incomes. But in 
what grumbling over the burden there 
is it Is noticeable that the death duties 
are not greatly criticized. 


Few Complaints from Heirs. 
There is a crude formula to illustrate 
wbhy—the man who die» doesn’t worry 
about the share the government will take 
from his estate, while the man who re- 


eeives an inheritance is getting something | 
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more or less for nothing, and so he'can- 
not ‘complain. 

* Few complaints come to us,”’ said Mr. 
Alfred W. Seward, secretary of the estate 
duty office of the inland revenue office, 
in discussing a matter. with the. corre- 
spondent of THe TRIBUNE. 

“ Of course, the British people are ac- 
customed to these death duties, which in 
one form and another go back to 1604, 
when the first was imposed; but, in spite 
of the fact that the duties have been 
advanced from time to time, there is no 
serious objection. I do not believe, how- 
ever, that the duties will be increased, 
even in the face of great national ex- 
penditures on account of the war. 

As producers of revenue the death taxes 
are admittedly most efficacious. Not only 
is the return to the government good but 
the cost of getting it. is low, probably 
lower than any other revenue. 

There is, however, an important effect 
sociologically, although how great it is 
is a matter of considerable dispute. Eng- 
land is a place of vast estates, great land- 
ed proprietors. There are three peers 
who own ‘2,000,000 acres between them, 
which is a vest amount of land in a 
smail isiand like this. 

The more valuable the estate a man 
leaves the greater is the share which the 
government takes upon his death. If 


the government takes 1 per cent. 
is valued at $5,000,000 or over the chah- 
cellor of the exchequer signs a receipt for 
20 per cent of that value, or $1,000,000. 
Big Estates Assessed High. 

There is one case of a very wealthy man 
whose estate was taxed $12,500,000, toeay 
nothing of the sums taken from those 


acy and succession duties. 

The enormous estates have been held to 
be dangerous to the wellbeing of the coun- 
try by many statesmen, although those 
who have owned them naturally do not 
think so, The death duties have had a 
distinct tendency toward breaking up 
these estates, with the result that the 
Small holders of land have increased. 
By many this is considered advan- 
tageous, but those in favor of the preser- 
vation of the great estates, almost feudal 
in their nature; declare that the people 
who live on them as tenants are far hap- 
Pier and better off as tenants than as 
owners, and prefer to remain tenants than 
to acquire land for themselves. Partisans 
of this view hold that an enormous death 
duty will sooner or later result in break- 
ing up the estates, destroying the leader- 
ship and protection of the great owners 
who look after the needs of their tenants, 
and thus ruin a large element of the Brit- 
ish population. 


Many Big Fortunes in Britain. 
There isin England, as in Amcriea, an- 
other class, however, of wealthy people 
the curtailment of whose estates is al- 
most unanimously considered a healthy 
thing. It is the merchant and “ captain 
of industry ” class. Enormous fortunes 
are accumulated by shrewd men, not so 
great, perhaps, as some of the greatest 
American fortunes, but averaging very 
high. 

-There are scores of millionaires in this 
country, probably more than in America, 
while the multi-millionaire class is, doubt- 
less, less in number. These men grow 
rich by their own endeavors. They leave 
their money to their sons. These have 
never known work or responsibility, to 
themsives or to the public. 

The curtailment of their fortunes 
through the imposition of great death du- 
ties is considered a splendid thing, calcu- 
lated to prevent undue accumulations and 
to steadying a class that might otherwise 
become a menace to the general well- 
being.

The “ tegacy duty "’ is a tax paid by the 
man who inherits money or property. 
He pays it.on the value of all personality 
received by will or intestacy. 

The “succession duty.” 
property, and on personal property pass- 
ing by settlement, such as a marriage set- 
tlenent. The rates of legacy and suc- 
cession duties are the same. The hus- 
band or wife, as the case may be, or the 
sons and daughters, or the ancestors, in 
other words lineal relatives, pay a tax of 
1 per cent. . Brothers and sisters of their 
descendants pay 5 percent. All others— 
relatives or otherwise—pay 10 per cent. 
The duty is graded according to the nat- 
ural rights of inheritance.

“ When I visited the German-American 
hospital eight. hours before this baby 
died and made an examination of it and 
viewed the Roentgen ray pictures, I was 
startled to observe that thie was not the 


defective baby that I had expected to see.

“There was nothing to indicate that 
this child would have been mentally de- 
fective except that which would come

Quantitatively speaking, the sport of 
football among Chicago high schools was

This year’s crop of leading prep young- 
sters was of an even grain, with no sin- 
gle player standing heads and shoulders 
over another. 


‘No Defeats for U. High. 
During the season University High of 
the Suburban league went through its 


schedule without a defeat and because | 


of its record was considered as one of 
the strongest teams in this section of the 
country. Englewood, as champion of the 
Ohicago organization, won its title with- 
out losing a contest, but defeats at the 
hands of Clinton, Ia., and Oak Park in 
the pre-league games and by Sioux City, 
Ja., on turkey day marred what would 
have been a good showing. Two of these 
defeats probably would be called “ hard 
luck” beatings. 

Every other heavyweight team—and 
there were eighteen this year—lost one 
or more games.

SETS NEW MARK

Alfredo De Oro of New York retained 
the world’s three cushion championship 
by defeating August Kieckhefer of Chi- 
cago, 150 to 93, in their match, which fin- 
ished last night at the Inter Ocean build- 
ing. The young Chicago player was un- 
able to make any greater headway in the 
final block than on the preceding nights, 
and scored thirty points while the vet- 
eran was making his complement of fifty 
in forty-nine innings. 

Interest nearing the finish centered in 
De Oro’s effort to break the low game 
record for a championship match and 
average over one. Several ciphers in 
the concluding stanzas made his success 
look doubtful, but in the forty-ninth in- 
ning he went out with a run of eight, 
which riveted his record and gave him 
five innings to spare. 


Makes Wonderful Shot. 

De Oro started his octet with a kiss on! 
on a five cushion shot, the red ball just 
turning the cue ball forthe count. He ran 
five more and then had the three balis 
close together on the foot rail in a seem- 
ingly nonscorable position. He went 
around the table off the white and car- 
omed with the red, which had been gently 
forced over near the left side rafl. It 
was a great calculation shot.| This left 
him a three cushion bank, which he made. 
“The champion again played wonderful- 
ly well and was favored by luck, as he 
got scores on. ne less than five occasions 
on small kisses. Kieckhefer failed to 
perform as well as on the previous night 
and missed a number of shots usually 
counted as certainties for a player of his 


defensive piay a lot in order to cope with 
the strategy of the champion. 


Champion Takes Early Lead. 

De Oro added a single to his score of 
the night before and early in the game 
it was evident he was out for the record, 
as he played with great care. In the 
fourth inning he opened his score with 
the first of his kiss-ons. In the tenth ses- 
sion he scored on a double kiss and gota 
natural leave. At the end of the tenth 
nning he was leading, 18 to 4. 

Kieckhefer was getting little to shoot 
at. He found the going hard, but picked 
off a few points and at the twentieth in- 
ning was only seven to the bad, The next 
ten innings found both players scoring 
well, the champion leading, 28 to 19, at 
the end of the thirtieth inning. 

De Oro began to fall below his average 
of one, but a run of five in the thirty- 
sixth inning rehabilitated him. Kieck- 
hefer was going poorly and could get 
nothing but singles. De Oro reached 40 
in the forty-first inning and then, after 
making two singles in seven trials, made 
his driving finish. - 

Not a Single Safety. 

Not a single safety was played during 
the entire match. Former Champion 
Huey was criticised for his actions in 
trying to bother De Oro. He sat behind 
the Cuban's chair and at one time put the 
champion’s hat on his head as he sat 
waiting for his next turn at the table.

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 4.—In the battle 
for national interscholastic honors the 
Detroit Central High school and Everett 
High of Boston played to a scoreless tle 
today on Navin field before a crowd of 
12,000 persons. While the local eleven 
displayed the greater strength, it lacked 
the punch to cross the goal line, being 
stopped five times inside the Everett ten 
yare line because of the game and deter- 
mined defense of the eastern boys. 

Most of the battle was fought in Pver- 
ett territory. On numerous occasions 
the Detroit boys advanced by a varied 
assortment of line pfunges, end runs, anc 
forward passes, but never were able to 
continue the attack long enough to cross 
the goal line.

SYRACUSE PLAYS TOMORROW 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 4.—The football 
game scheduled for this afternoon be- 
tween Syracuse university and Occidental 
college wil be played here Monday. The 
postponement was occasioned by uncer- 
tainty as to the time of thé visitors’ ar- 
rival. The Syracuse team was delayed in 
getting here by a slide of earth at Duns- 
‘muir, Cal., which blocked the passage of

When weight 
counted most was on the defense, and 
Beverly had so few chances to advance 
that its handicap was too slight to fur- 
nish a respectable alibi. 

De Paul really scored seven touch- 
downs, and Pond deserved four to his 
credit, but an adverse ruling by the offi- 
cials offset one counter made by the little 
half back in the opening period. DePaul 
lined up quickly after a sharp scrimmage, 
and Pond sailed around left end and 
across the goal line, but Beverly protested 
that De Paul had not had seven men in 
the line when the play started. The pro- 
test was allowed, and there was no scor- 
ing in the opening quarter. 


Claims Lines Short.

The Chicago pilot 
seemed to sense the weaknesses of Bey- 
erly right from the start, and his general- 
ship never was at faylt. He shot double 
and triple passes with unerring accuracy, 
and when plunging was in order he al- 
ways seemed able to direct the attack at 
the proper spot. 7 

Ball Fumbled Often. 

Fumbles were frequent because of the 
wet fleld. De Paul suffered most, largely 
because it was generally the aggressor. 
The westerners also were often the vic- 
time of penalties. Most of the trouble 
was due to over eagerness on their part, 
and most of the penalties were for offside 
play. Although it was a terrific battle 
from the opening whistle, De Paul played 
a clean game throughout. It was the 
general opinion that De Paul just knew 
too much football for Beverly. 

After a scoreless first period, in which 
De Paul lost tao bright openings through 
fumbles, the visitors started their marci 
to victory by blocking a Beverly attempt 
at a fleld goal. From the locals’ forty 
yard mark fake kicks, forward passes, 
and ends around plays worked’the ball 
to the ten yard line, from where Pond 
dived through center for the first score. 
Shortly afterwards De Paul smashed its 
way to the five yard line from midfield 
by straight football, and Schneider went 
across for the second touchdown. 


Fake Pass Nets Score. 

In the third quarter De Pau! resorted te 
shift plays and passes. One toss from 
Haanilton to Lynm netted thirty yardsand 
put the ball within Beverly's ten yard 
mark. This time Val Grundman went 
over on a fake pass formation. Plain line 
plunges, with an occasional dash around 
end, helped Pond to his second touch 
down before the period ended. 

A fifteen yard dash by Gauer straight 
through the Beverly line put the ball on 
the local fifteen yard mark in the last 
period. Grundman gained half the dis- 
tance needed, then Pond crashed through 
for his last touchdown. Three successive 
passes put Herron across for the Beverly 
score just before the final whistle, and 
the quarter back kicked his own goal.

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Here Are the Chicago Boys Who Trimmed Beverly. — 
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MOTORISTS APPEAL 
FOR COURT RULING 
-ON WAR TAXATION

The so-called registration taxes which 

are levied against the automobile owners 
yearly to maintain the state high vays 
and other public roads amounts:-to ap- 
proximately $20,000,000 annually. Horse 
drawn vehicles are neither taxed nor re- 
stricted from crossing and recrossing 
state lines and have the same privileges 
that are afforded the automobilists, The 
many motorists who pay three taxes—one 
for registration of the car, one for oper- 
ating license for its driving, and one un- 
der the personal property tax—are care- 
fully considering the question of war pre- 
paredness, for they feel that the motorist 
will be the substantial contributor to this 
proposition. 
Numerous arguments are raised daily 
and discussed by the state lawmakers as 
to whether it is constitutional to tax an 
automobile owner for registration in ex- 
cess of the clerical cost of tssuing the 
identification number, as he is paying a 
tax for personal property. In the Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio Supreme courts it was 
decided that it t# unconstitutional to 
tax an automobile owner for state regis- 
tration. New Jersey’s courts decided 
that more than one tax-could be imposed, 
and other courts have ruled variously 
showing a vague disposition in the mat- 
ter. Because of the conflicting op!nions 
rendered by the various courts in New 
Jersey the American Automobile agsocia- 
tion carried the case to the United States 
Supreme court, and a ruling is expected in 
the next few months. 

Why the lawmakers should pick ovt 

the gasoline and petroleum products and 
automobiles as a particular object upon 
which more than one tax should be im- 
posed, when petroleum products have be- 
come an absolute necessity as a produc- 
ing factor in promoting industry in this 
country, and the automobile has proven 
itself to be an economizer for transporta- 
tion, is a source of unconcealed surprise 
to the motor car owners. 
Both theautomobile and its cost increas- 
ing fuel are included in the revenue pro- 
ducing plans put forward by the leaders 
in congress, and ft ie conservatively es- 
timated that not less than $20,000,000 to

Then followed the compliment to which I have re- 
ferred. And when } met the English officer I recognized 
him at once as Gen, Sir French, the commander of our 
insular allies. ; | 

Immediately I understood that a situation of tremen- 


dous importance for France had been precipitated, Tt 


was an open secret among the few of us Yo followed 
the course of events intelligently that Germany had ap- 
proached France through the medium of an ubimpor- 
tant personage with a view -to the cessation of bostili- 


ties, upon the basis that the Teuton should restore to | 


France her stolen provinces. It was rumored, too, that 
Lord Gen. Kitchener had received with a frenzy of 
wrath the intimation of this news, and had sworn that 
if Franee even considered the terms he would withdraw 
every English sold.er from Freneh soil. 

So mach was current in the army. To reject the 
offer—yes, that was the duty of France, we all agreed. 
But te refuse to discuss it—that was another matter. 
Manifestly France, the light of civilization, could not 
allow herself to be domiseered over by Kitchener, And 
the Englishman, having crossed the cliannel, was re- 
ported ‘to be sulking, like Napoleon im hs tent, in one 
of the northern cities, awaiting Gen. Joffre’s reply. 

Naturally there were both consternation and divided 
counsels among us all. Gen. Sir French was reported 
t. be hurrging to a certain place to meet Gen. Joffre, 
with a view to acting as intermediary in the dispute. 
Gen. Pau and Gen. D' Amade were to, assemble there 
aiso, gto deliberate what answer should be returned to 
the British bulldog, and there were several misor off 
ciils, ameng them M. Viviani, the French prime min- 
ister, ang M. Poincairé, the president of the republic. 

No sooner, then, had I recognized Gen. Sir French as 
my passenger than I understood the crucial moment te 
be at hand. 

Now I, Francois L'Anglois, am a man of quick Lkes 
and dislikes. As soon as I recognize! oiy visitor it was 
my reselve to show him all that traditional courtesy of 
the Parisian. I bowed to him as though we were in 
ome drawing teom together; I cl.cked my heels and 

offed my cap. Hurt and bewildered by his contemptu- 
ous stare, nevertheless I persisted in my endeavor to 
prove that the enterte was more than a surface unies 
of convenience. I set myself out to ascertain § Sir 
French's views upon the duration of the war, with def- 
erence and humility. I spoke of the ‘regeneration of 
Russia, the noble courage of Englan!, and this in terms 
which weuld have won a Freuchman’s heart. But since 
he only stared at me the harder, and began to grunt,. I 
took as eordial a dislike toward bim ds | realized he 
had taken to me. |

It wes my feigved stupidity that brought dewn on me 
the rebuke from Gen. Joffre to which I have alluded. 
However, he softened his aspersion by adding: “It is 
a high honor that has been bestowed upon you, L’Ang- 
lois, for you will understand how necessary it is that 
Gen. Sir French should have only trusted men about 
him. You will, them, obey him, im all things most 
scrupulously, for the honor of France.” 

Could I, after those words, Jo anything but obey 
whee Gen. Sir French directed me to take out his 
pajamas and to affix’a fresh collar to his shirt for the 
morrow? I ground my teeth, but I obeyed. And all 
that evening, as the other members of the conference 
came im, one by one, im automobiles, Gen. Paul Pau 
and Gen. D’Amade, and MM.

SEATING A BOX PARTY. 

T the opera or theater the hostess’ 
place in her box is always in the 
corner of the front row of seats 
furthest from the stage.

dowever, I should not hesitate to cook 
ther equab or pigeon by any reasonabie 
recipe, for I was early trained toa similar 
bosinese. Not @ few times in the days 
ehen | was almost 4s nimble and fleet asa 
chicken, did I catch a young broiler in 
the feld, turned my back when his head 
was on the block, then took him from 
pence and prepared him for broiler or pot. 
mo my mind it is a mistake to use bacon 


with chicken or ‘any other bird-or fowl, 
that is, cook the bacon flavor into it, yet 
3 Z00d many recipes prescribe this. It is 
a perversion of the English use of larding 
bacon with all small birds, this not being 
bacon in our sense at all, though. called 
so with the adjective, but fat salt pork 
which they prepare in great sheets. All 
thelr small birds,. when trussed for the 
oven, haye a blanket of this completely 
cover:ng their sternal territory, as they 
lie on their backs. Plain salt pork, even 
if streaked with lean, can be used, but 
smoked pork or bacon is too strong. 

As to recipes, Filippini gives twenty-one 
in ** The International Cook Book” for 
cooking squab, and this great chef was a 
true master of meat cookery. My collec- 
tion of recipes on this and many other sub- 
jects has recently been increased to the 
extent of a bushel of clippings and cook- 
ing pamphlets, recently bestowed upon me 
through the generosity of Mrs. Alice Cary 
Waterman, long a food expert. These 
cover American cooking for a period of 
twenty. years, and include many_recipes 
on many suBjects which have never got 
into cook books. I am therefore newly 
rich. Americana of all sorts interests 
me, but _ that of cooking in special. 

The squab pigepn is pretty distinctly 
an American institution. A squab pie in 
England means something quite different 
from an American pie, and there is a fa- 
mous but not palatable story about what 
a Devonshire squab pie once was. The 
ingredients in Mis. Beeton’s squab ple 
are: Two pounds of neck of,mutton, two 
pounds of apples sliced, one pound-of 
onions sliced, one tablespoon of mush- 
room kétchup, sugar, salt, and pepper. 

Way back in Mra. Glasse’s book many 
recipes for cooking pigeons appear, and 
recipes that would be €o0od taday. Pigeons 
were then roasted by hanging them by 
a string from the * chimney piece ": be- 
fore an open fireof course. Dr. Kitchener 
says that pigeons are in “their finest 
growth when full feathered. When they 
are in the pinfeathers they are flabby.” 
(Note the pinfeathers.) His test for all 
fowl is this: ‘*‘Game and poultry are 
best when. they are just done growing.” 

In many recipes for cooking squab, the 
direction is to cut off feet, but in some 


cases just the nails. The former is the

bigger than a muffin, in the food shops 
of Paris, is not pleasant to Americans, al- 
though they swallow an oyster with none 
of his anatomical parts lacking. But a 
recipe for pigeon’ pie with the direction 
“garnish with the dainty feet’ blanched 
and trimmed”’ is reasonably un-Amer- 
ican. 

A great many recipes give the direction, 
“ wash,” while others’ say do not wash, 
but dip a towel in cold water and wipe in- 
side and out. Pérhaps there isa half 
way method, the quickest sort of washing, 
which most will prefer. I have seen a 
highly trained chef in Paris prepare a 
chicken for the most elegant finishing 
without ueing a bit of water, but I did not 
like the idea. — 

Mrs. Mary F. Henderson. that highly 
cultivated woman who deserves a high 
place in the history of American. cookery, 
although she was so cosmopolitan in 
training and «xperience, says: 

“If care is taken in dressing fowls or 
birds. there is no need of washing them. 
In France it is never done, unless there |s 
absolutely something to wash off: then 
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it is done as delicately as possible. In 
expostulating once with an old Negro | 
auntie for eoaking all the blood and fla- | 
vor out of a fowl, she quickly replied, 
*Bless my soul, child! haven't I cooked 
chicken for fifty years?’ ”’ 

I have had similar replies frog people 
when I have tried delicately to mafe them 
see that, though they had cooked @ hun- 
dred years, they might not know any- 
thing about food values. Our market 
method makes washing necessary, but it 
should be of the quickest possible sort. 
Get the bird as soon after killed as possi- 
ble, as all authorities agree that it loses 
flavor if kept. 

Says one high authority on the subject 
of buying squab: ‘In selecting squabs 
at market remember that the short fat 
birds are best, having full round bodies, 
and soft legs and feet. And bear in mind, 
too, that the flesh of a genuine squab 
should be pinkish; when they pase the 
squab age the flesh turns dark.’’ 


' Broiled Squabs. 

Fillippini’s recipe is as follows: “Cut off 
the head and feet at the first joints 
of six tender, fat squabs. Split open 
through back without separating, draw, 
mmove breast bone of each, wrap in a 
earsee towel and neatly flatten with a 
cleaver. Mix on a plate a teaspoon of 
git, a half teaspoon of white pepper, 
and a tablezpoon of oil, then repeatedly 
pil birds in seasoning. Arrange on a 
éeuble broiler, broil six minutes on each 
gie, remove, and dress on a hot dish 
over six freshly prepared pieces of toast. 
Brofi six thin slices of bacon two minutes 
meach side, arrange over squabs, deco- 
mie with a little watercress and serve,” 
The Epicure says: ‘‘ Probably the most 
popular way of cooking sqvuabs is to broil 
them. When cooked this way they are 


m enged and cleaned, with heads and feet 
= on of, and then wiped well. 


After this 
they are dipped in melted butter, sprin- 
Ked with pepper and salt, and broiled over 
bet fre. Frequentiy they are wrapped 


in thin slices of ealt pork“or of bacon 
before broiling, which is an excellent 
idea if they chance to be not fat.”’ 


Roast Squab. 

The New York and Philadelphia use 
of squab has probably been the influence 
that has made this bird cosmopolitan. 

Esecoffier under the head ‘‘ Young 
Pigeon,”’ after which he puts squabs in 
parentheses, says: ‘‘ Select them fresb 
from the nest and plump. They must be 
roasted before a fierce fire and only just 
done. Their skin ‘must be kept crisp.” 
This is practically the same as good broil- 
ing, but there are many other ways of 
roasting squab, to be served with orange 
sauce or orange salad. 

Louis, under ‘‘Squab en Casserole,’’ 
eays: ‘Clean, singe, and dress three 
squabs, put them in an earthen casserole 
with a small piece of butter, salt and pep- 
per them, and roast in an oven for about 
twelve minutes, so as to obtain a nice 
golden color. Add one small onion, two 
fresh mushrooms, and two ounces of lean 


bacon {he is undoubtedly using bacon 
to mean pork], cut in small cubes, and 
cook together for another ten minutes 
in the casserole. Sprinkle a teaspoon of 
flour over them, and moisten with a cup 
of gravy or brown stock and three table- 
spoons of sherry wine; put the cover on 
and let it simmer for ten minutes more. 
When the squabs are cooked the sauce 
should have boiled down so that there 
is just enough for the diners. Serve in 
casserole. 


Pigeon Pie. 

Anybody who can make a chicken pie 
can make a pigeon pie, but there are 
dozens of different recipes for this. One 
way is to make a stock of all the parts ex- 
eept the breasts, and use these for the 
pie. Common pie is stewed pigeons wel! 
and daintily seasoned and then turned 
into a crust and baked. Amother way is 
to sauté the meat before putting it in 
the crust, with a brown sauce, etc. This 
is the best when the pigeons are squab

Her Promise of a 
Future, and Her True 
Direction of Activity 
Must Be Against the 
Central Powers, Says 
Frank H. Simonds; 
Reviews Events in 
Roumanian History 
Antedating the War 
and Outlines the Hopes 
of King Ferdinand’s 


People.

F ROM the very outset of the war the 


importance of obtaining the sup- 
port of Roumania has been rec- 
ognized alike in Petrograd, Vien- 
na, and Bertin. In Bucharest there has 
been played a diplomatic game resem- 
bliag those fought out in Athens and 
Sofia, but of far greater real importance 
to the contestants, for Roumania could 


bring to Russia and its allies not merely | 


a well trained army of above 300,000 
men, with large reserves, but an open 
road to the Bulgarian frontier and thus 
a land approach to Constantinople. To 
the Russian armies in Galicia Rouman- 
jan intervention would mean a flank at- 
tack upon the Austrians and the retreat 
of the Hapsburg forces from the trans- 
Carpathian front. 

Had Roumania intervened on the side 
of the anti-German allies last spring the 
Russian disaster would probably have 
been prevented, Serbia would not have 
been crushed, Bulgaria would not have 

' ventured into the war at all unless on the 
anti-Teutonic side; there would bave 
been no crisis at Athens and Greek 
armies would unquestionably have 
shared in the Gallipoli adventure. Rou- 
Manian jntervention could, too, have 
been hdd by the allies for a price, a price 
which seemed to them too high at the 
critical moment and has since seemed 
ridiculously low. 

As to the German influences, they have 
been exerted from the very start, with 
great success so far as the question of 
Roumanian neutrality is concerned, but 
have failed to enlist Roumania for rea- 
sons that will be described presently. 
At the very outset of the world war King 
Charles of Roumania catied his ministers 
together to prepare for action with Rou- 
mania’s Austro-German allies, for Rou- 
mania was and is bound to Vienna and 
Berlin by treaty. His ministers warned 
him that to attempt this meant to pro- 
duce revolution. Thus threatened, he 
Was obliged to abandon bis plan, and his 
disappoiutment is said to have hastened 
his death, 

In the long series of iJ] turns which the 
allies have suffered in the Balkans, most 


hare come through the fact that German | 


kings or queens ruled in Balkan capitals. 
To Napoleon III. is to be charged the 
fact that a Hohenzollern dynasty is seat- 
ed at Bucharest; and in Roumania, as ia 
Greece, the crown has worked against 
the larger dreams of the péople, for the 
greater good not of Roumanian or Hel- 
lenic aspirations but for the triumph of 
Teutonism in the world. ‘Thus the Bab 
kan situation may be summarized ae @ 
state of popular sympathy with the 
allies, wholly restrained by dynastic al- 
liance with Germany and Austria. 
* * 

Roumanian Aspiration. 

As the situation has developed in the 
Rear east, however, it has become more 
and more unmistakable that the true di- 
fection of Roumanian action must be 
‘geinst Austria. Thin ariees from the 
fact that it is in Austrian territory that 
Roumania eres the promise of the future 
for ‘teelf.

Great dream. Always as the pendulum 
Swings backward and forward in the 
Rear east it is essential to recall that the 


Roumania Wants—The Dream of Bucharest |) 
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Roumanian people, like the Greek, are 
looking forward to the downfall of a 
great empire as the prelude to the realiza- 
tion of their own racial unity. What 
Turkey is for the Greeks, Austria is for 
the Koumanians.| But always, too, it is 
necessary to remember that the king, the 
court, and the financial interests in Bu- 
charest, as in Athens, are operatng 
against national wishes and for the alli- 
ance whose succéss means to the people 
the ruin of all their hopes. . 

In addition it\is necessary to recall 
briefly the development of Roumanian 
policy, the forees and facts which have 
influenced the course of events in this 
kingdom and still materially affect its 
diplomatie and national action. In this 
article I purpose first to review very 
briefly the recent events in Roumanian 
history antedating the great war and 
then to outline the present hopes and pur- 
poses of the patriots, as contrasted with 
the Teutons, in Bucharest. 

In the last Russo-Turkish war Rou- 
mania fought with the Russians against 
the Turks. When the czars armies 
crossed Koamania to invade Bulgaria, 
them Turkish territory, the Russian em- 
peror paid little heed to Roumanian 
wishes and showed scant courtesy to 
King Charles, But a few weeks later, 
when Russian armies were in extreme 
peril in the Balkan mountains, the czar 
made a personal appeal to the Rou- 
manian king, who responded promptly, 
and the Roumanian army played a large 
role in the defeat of the Turk. 

Instead of rewarding Roumanpia for its 
aid the czar promptly turned his back 
apon a king who had proved a friend in 
need. At the congress of Berlin Russia 
was permitted to take from Roumania 
the Bessarabian territory at the mouths 
of the Danube, which was Roumanian 
and peopled by Roumanians. By way 
of compensation Roumania received the 
Debrudja province, between the Black 
sea and the Danube. This wasa barren 
stretch, populated by Rulgars and Turks. 
Roumania thus acquired a province of 
emall value and a quarrel with Bulgaria 


which has lasted to the present hour. 


Today, as always, Bulgaria dreams of 
regaining the Dobrudja. 

A natural consequence of Russian 
selfishness was the alliance of Roumania 


with Austria and Germany. Henceforth 


BRoumania was a« silent partner of the 
triple alliance. In the last thirty years 
Roumania bas marched steadily toward 
wealth and power. Its grain fields and 
oil wells have made it prowperous. Its 
population has increased rapidly. Bu- 
charest has become a great modern city, 
modeled on Paris and possessing boule 
vards which at least rival those of Brue- 
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Leng before he died King Charlies had 


his revenge, and Koumanian hostility 
was a rea) obstacle to Russian purpose 
in the Balkans. 


The snsiennt pata War. 

It was not until the Balkan wars of 
three years ago that there was any inter- 
ruption of the friendly relations between 
Vienna and Bucharest. But in the first 
Balkan war Bulgaria achieved a swift 
and great victory, and Bulgarian ambi- 
tion was uncovered as peril not merely to 
Roumanian desire to remain the leading 
power of the Balkans but also to the 
integrity of the Roumanian kingdom, 
for at this time there was disclosed the 
Bulgarian determination to repossess the 
Dobrudja, which had now been trans- 
formed into a prosperous province, and 
held Costanza, the sole window of Rou- 
mania on the sea. 

At tae close of this war Roumania 
asked Bulgaria for the cession of Silis- 
tria and a narrow strip between the 
Danube and the Black sea, which would 
insure the protection of the railroad line 
from Bucharest to the sea. This request 
for “ compensation ” was based upon the 
fact that Roumania had beld her hand 
and refrained from intervention on be- 
half of Turkey when intervention would 
have spelled Bulgar defeat. Bulgaria 
declined, and Bulgarian refusal was en- 
couraged at Vienna and Berlin, where 
statesmen were busily at work endeavor- 
ing to influence Bulgaria in such fashion 
as to break up the Balkan alliance. 

This Balkan alliance had been made in 
Russia. If it endured it was bound to 
be controlled by Russia and to become a 
grave menace to the safety of the triple 
alliance and the integrity of Austria. 
In this situation Vienna egged Bulgaria 
into the second Balkan war. 
result was unexpected. Roumania, per- 
ceiving that its own interests were being 
sacrificed by Austrian and German diplo- 
macy, boldly changed sides, received 
Russian indorsement for its mobilization, 
and struck Bulgaria down at the precise 
moment when Bulgaria was opening its 
campaign against Greece and Serbia. 

Thanks to Roumanian intervention, 
Bulgaria was defeated, and at Bucharest 
there was signed a treaty which de 
stroyed for the moment the Bulgarian 
dream of dominating the Balkans and 
becoming the Prussia of the near east. 
For its own reward Rowmania took, not 


| Gilistria but a wide strip from the Dan- 
-. ube to the Black sea, containing a popu- 


lation of 300,000, chiefly Bulgar, and 


some of the best agricultural land of 


Bulgaria. Thus Roumania utterly de 
feated Austro-German plans and to a 
considerable degree escaped from Ten- 
tonic influence and returned to a Rus- 
sian alignment. But by acquiring Bul 
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garian territory it exposed itself to at- 
tack by Bulgaria whenever this state 
should regain its power to strike. Just 
as Germany, by taking Alsace-Lorraine, 
insured lasting French hatred and future 
French attack, Koumania had invited 
Bulgarian revanche and made Bulgaria's 
friends its enemies. 
* «* 
The Great War. 

After the treaty of Bucharest, which 
restored Roumania to the leading po- 
sition in the Balkans, Roumania, 
Greece, and Serbia signed a treaty of 
alliance which bonnd all three to act 
against Bulgaria should this state at- 
tempt to reopen the settlement made at 
the Roumanian capital and regain lost 
provinces. This treaty Serbia invoked 
a few weeks ago wnesuccessfully, 
Greece and Roumania pleading that 
it was a treaty binding them to sup- 
port Serbia against Bulgaria, not 
against the central Huropean powers. 

But the subsequent success of Bul- 
garia, in alliance with the central pow- 
ers, has again raised the question of 
national safety at Bucharest. As it 
now stands, Bulgaria seems likely to 
regain all she lost at Bucharest, sare 
only the Roumanian acquisitions. and 
there ic the patent peril that she may 
presently. attack Roumania. It is this 
danger which today influences Ron- 
manian patriots, together with the fact 
that the realization of their great 
dream will be utterly impossible if the 
central powers win, and that from the 
great war they will emerge, not in- 
creased, but possibly diminished by the 
loss of the Dobrudja, 

Unless the central powers are de- 
feated Bulgaria will keep Macedonia 
and eastern Serbia; she will acquire 
Thrace from the Turks in return for 
Turkish acquisitions in Egypt prom- 
ised by Germany. She may stretch her 
frontiers west to the Adriatic through 
Albania and obtain a window on the 
sea at Dorazzo. Thus increased, DBul- 
garia will presently develop into the 
leading Balkan state and in her own 
time can hope to acquire Saloniki, as 
well} as Kavala and Drama; she may 
even dream of possessing herself of 
Constantinople, as Czar Ferdinand 
planned three years ago. 

Two questions, then, one of safety 
and influence in the Balkans, the otber 
of realizing racial ambitions, are press- 
ing the Roumanians toward the allied 
camp. “It remains now to discuss these 
Roumanian ambitions.

As at present constituted Roumania is 
a kingdom with an area of some 53,000 
square miles, about the size of New York 
and Connecticut, and a population of a

little more than 7,500,000, largely homo- 
geneous. It is made up of the three prov- 
inces of Wallachia, Moldavia, and Do- 
brudja, once portions of the Turkish em- 
pire. 


But north, west, and east are provinces 
of Austria and Russia which contain 
several millions of Roumanians. This 
Roumanian race traces its origin to the 
Latin soldiers and colonists sent to Dacia 
by the Roman emperor Trajan, and to- 
day the descendants of these Romans 
are to be found in the Banat of Temesvar 
and the province of Transylvania, in 
Hungary, in the southern half of the 
Austrian province of Bukovina, and they 
supply two-thirds of the population of 
the Russian province of Bessarabia, the 
southwestern portion of which was once 
Roumanian and was taken by Russia at 
the congress of Berlin. 

The population of these veveral out- 
lying Roumanian lost provinces is as fol- 
lowe: Transylvania, 2,500,000, of which 
1,500,000 are Roumanian; Temesvar, 
1,500,000, of which 500,000 are Rou- 
manian; Bukovina, 650,000, of which 
250,000 are Roumanian; Bessarabia, 2,- 
500,000, of which 1,750,000 are Rou- 
manian. The area of these provinces is: 
Temesvar, 11,000 square miles; Transyl- 
vania, 21,000; Bukovina, 6,000; Bessara- 
bia, 17,000. In all these provinces, too, 
the balance of the population non-Rou- 
maaian belongs to several races—thus 
there are many Hungarians, many Ger- 
mans, and some Serbs in Temesvar; Ger- 
mans and Hungarians in Transylvania; 
Siavs in Bukovina, and Turks and Slavs 
in Bessarabia. 

Could the Roumanians realize their 
dream and retake the lost provinces Rou- 
mania would become a sco bor 105,000 
square miles, with a population of some 
14,000,000, Compare this with an area 
of 121,000 for Great Britain and 111,000 
for Italy. It wouid hate for natural 
frontiers the Danube, the Dniester, the 
Transylvanian mountains, separating it 
from northern Hungary, and the Maros, 
dividing it from central Hungary. Of 
this 14,000,000 of people, upward of 11,- 
000,000 would be Koumanian, and there 
would be in the minorities no group which 
would threaten national integrity, for 
the alien population shows on the eth- 
nological maps as scattered archipela- 
goes, not solid blocks adjoining race 
brothers across the praposed frontiers.

“This church ag well as its pastor, Dr. 
Hartmann, became famous among the 
German Lutherans. Thousands of im- 
migrants, going through the city on their 
way west, were sheltered in its walls and 
were given sympathy and advice. It 
became, in fact, a German social center. 
It is said to have been the first brick 
church built in Chicago, the churches 
preceding it in age being of frame. The 
church was destroyed in the great fre of 
1871. A new building was erected on the 
game location by Dr. Hartmann as pastor. 

Dr. Hartmann served the church as 
pastor Yor thirty-five years, and retired 
only one year before his death. He was 
regarded as a scholar and great preach- : 
er, and held a high rank as a public epir- 
ited citizen. | 

In 1885 the Rev. R. A. John was called 
as pastor. He was of American birth 
and was educated in Washington uni- 
versity, St. Louts, and in the Lutheran 
Theological seminary of the same cfty. 
In 1806 the old building was sola to the 
Rem’s Horn Publication company, and 
the present church was built where it 
now stands. The Rev. Jacob Pister was 
called because the work of the church 
became too difficult for one pastor. He 
was the son of Dr. Jacob Pister, for fift- 
teen years the president of the synod.

in the west would distinguish them for 
the most indifferent observer. 

Every clear night that offers a view of 


Sirlus demands a moment’s time outdoors | 


for any one who is interested to have his 
eyes reinforce his knowledge and reason 
and thus relegate the solar System to its 
proper place in the proportions of the 
universe. 

Sirius te visible end convincingly a 
greater san. It does not need estrono- 
my’s wort. Biven the brilliant Rigel in 
Orion might be to the indifferent a “star,” 
but Sirius is a sun to any casual observa- 
tion. It is traveling at the rate of about 
1,000 miles a minute. Sometimes its 
velocity is greater, sometimes leas. If 


' it were not retarded by some influence 


its motion would be uniform, and when 
it was discovered that the velocity was 
subjected to variations a search was 
made for the cause of it. 

The only adequate cause for a disturb- 

ance in the motion of a celestial body is 
the > sg ke of gravitation. It was neces- 
Sary then to find a star related to Sirius 
which might cause this great gaseous 
sun to be accelerated or retarded In its 
movement. 

Buch @ cause was found tn an insignifi- 
eant attendant of the great sun, a com- 
panion which ia thought to require fifty- 
two years for its revolution about Sirius. 
The companion, even if it were with- 
drawn from the dazzling influence of 
Sirius, would be an inconsiderable point 
of light in the heavens. 

Sirius is about 5,000 times as bright as 
the star which has an influence upon its 
velocity.

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Auto Tour Through. Tennessee Has Thrills - 
of Historic Interest in Every Mile. 
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This is the fourth of @ series of erti- 
cles on touring the Divie highway ap- 
pearing in “ The Sunday Tribune.”

ENNESSEE is second only to Vir- . 
ginia as a touring ground for those 
interested in history. It has been 
estimated that 454 battles and skir- 
mishes of the civil war were fought 
within the confines of the state. From 
the number of monuments I saw between 
Nashville and Chattanooga I have no 
doubt this is a conservative estimate. 
Every foot of the road between Nash- 
ville and Chettanooga once resounded 
with the measured tread of.the armies of 
the Cumberland and the divisions of the} 


confederacy. Great battles and pountless,

skirmishes were fought all along the 
route. Great national cemeteries at 
Nashville, Murfreesboro, and Chattanoo- 
ga bear mute testimony to the heroism of 
those of both north and south who fought 
and died, some “that a nation might 
live,” others that their rights, as they 
saw them, might not be infringed upon. 
As Nashville and Chattanooga were 
great strategical points from the stand- 
point of the warrior, so, too, are they 
etrategical pointe for the armies of mo- 
tordom.

There have been erected at Stone river 
two beautiful monuments—one to Gen.
